The details of the agreement concluded be- 
tween the Union Pacitic and the Northwest- 
ern have just been made public. There are 
two seperate contracts, each forten years. 
The longer ment is between the Omaha 
& Republicah Valiey ana the Chicago, St. 


Paul & Omaha lines and the joint line via 


Sioux City, Ia. This isto be known as the 
Lake Superior, St. Paul & Union Pacific 
route. The other agreement between the 
Chicago & Northwestern proper and the 
Union Pacific establishes a line via Coun- 
vil Bluffs, to be known as the Chicago, Union 
Pacific & Northwestern line. The entire 
systems of the Northwestern, St. Paul & 
Omaha, and Union Pacific, are parties to the 
contract, excepting the Kansas Pacific divis- 
ion of the Union Pacific, which at no point 
connects with the Northwestern. 

The agreement provides for joint tariffs 
and trains, settlement of disputes, divisions 
of earnings from through trains, proportion 
of equipment charges made under competi- 
tion, and that no competitor shall have ad- 
vantages over parties to this agreement, 
which goes into effect Nov. 1. The agree- 
ment nowhere goes east of Chicago, but it is 
admitted that it means nothing less than a 
through line from ocean to ocean by way of 
the Vanderbilt lines and the Boston & Al- 
bany. While the contract is for a considera- 
tion of traffic interests for ten years, itis 
generally admitted that before the termina- 
tion of the contract the Vanderbilts will 
have obtained a controlling interest 
in the Union Pacific. It is under- 
stood that the Vanderbilts have already a 
large interest in the Union Pacifie and that 
at the annual meeting next March four Van- 
derbilt men will be elected directors of the 
Union Pacific. It is ‘the intention to at once 
extend the Union Pacific from some point on 
the Ori Short Line in Utah through the 
Sacramento Valley to San Francisco and 
thus secure an outiet to the latter city, inde- 
pendent of the Southern Pacific. A connec- 
tion is also to be made between the North- 


| western and Union Pacific by building a con- 


necting link from Fort Fetterman, Wyo., the 
present terminus of the Northwestern, to the 
nearest point on the Utah Northern branch 
of the Union Pacific, which will establish an 
additional through route from Chicago and 
Bt Paul to the Pacific coast,

there is also a probability: that the Chicago

SAILORS PERIGH IN SIGHT OF LAND. 


Much Loss of Life and Many Shipwrecks 
: Off the Virginia Coast. 

Norrotk, Va., Oct. 27.—The schooner 
George T. Simmons of Camden, N. J., was 
wrecked off Faise Cape, thirty miles south of 
Cape Henry, in the storm of last Wednesday 
night. When the vessel was first seen sunk 
in the breakers by the life-savers Thursday 
morning five men were lashed in the rigging. 
One by one the doomed men bave been 
swept away in the sea. Last night two men 
were left, and at sunset this evening only 
one remained, and undoubtedly he will 
share the fate of his shipmates before morn- 
ing. Life-Saving stations Nos. 4, 5, and 6 
have kept in readiness a crew of picked men 
watching an opportunity to go to the rescue 
of the wrecked men, but the surf has run too 
high for the lifeboat to make an attempt at

The schooner Lizzie S. Haynes, lumber- 
laden from Savannah to Baltimore, has been 
wrecked on Bodie,s Island. The Captain and 
steward were saved; five men were drowned. 
Two of their bodies have been recovered and 
buried. The vessel is a total loss and the 
cargo is washing on the beach. 

Tne schooner A. E. Blackman rolled over 
200 miles at sea. The Captain, Charles Ed- 
wards, by the aid of a cork jacket, swam to 
New Inlet and was saved. The remaining 
five of the crew were lost.

It will put about $5,000,000 in circulation

Some tele- 
grams asking for advice or giving ad- 
vice were signed by one of the men 
now under indictment. Others were 
signed by what purported to be the initials 
of the senders. All relate to the Cronin 
case, and one or two are appeals for more 


money. 
NEED COUNTY AID. 

Some surprise is expressed that the County 
Board has so far failed to take final action 
in the matter of granting $5,000 to the State’s 
Attorney to assist in the prosecution. The 
resolution authorizing the graut was intro 
duced two weeks ago today, and referred to 
the Finance Committee, which has not yet 
reported back.

IT WILL ONLY COST $175,000,000, TOO. 


A Minneapolis Engineer Designs a Tower 
for the Next World’s Fair. 

MINNEAPOLIs, Minn., Oct. 27.—George W. 
Cooley, formerly City Engineer of Min- 
neapolis, has designed a structure 
which he proposes shall be erected on the 
grounds of the World's Fair. The co- 
lossal proportions of the structure would 
make the Eiffel tower turn green with 
envy.. The design contemplatés a pyramid 


of granite, each side of whose base is to be 


1,320 feet long. and whose summit will be 100 
feet square and 1,000 feet above the ground. 
At the extreme top will be placed a goddess 
of liberty 200 feet high, making the total 
height 1,200 feet. At each corner is to 
be a tower 100 feet high; surmounted 
by . statues of Columbus, Washington 
the President, and some other prominent 
man in the Nation’s history. Mr. Cooley be- 
lieves the scheme can be Carried through in 
two years, and will lay his plans before the 
coming meeting of the National Association 
of Engineers to ascertain ite feasibiity. He 
estimates the cost of such a structure at 
about $175,000, 000

Extracting Funds from the Liquor and 
Banking Interests. 

New York, Oct. 27.—[Special.]—David B. 
Hill is fertile in his resources, and the latest 
escapade in whicn he figures shows con- 
clusively that he has not lost his cunning. 
When the wigwam some weeks ago sent 
through its deputy a request that the Gov- 
ernor of the State should come down hand- 
somely with funds Mr. Hill sought to gain 
time, to which Chief Croker replied that 
New York was a good deal bigger than the 
South, and that as their coffers were empty 
they should expect to see him immediately 
on his return.

A Wheat Buyer Shows Up a Fool Dema- 
gogGe and His Speeches. 

Boarp or Trape, Curcaeo, Oct. 25.—Gen- 
tlemen: I have just returned from the 
Farmers’ Conventibn at St. Louis. Ex-Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Colman presided 
and delivered an amusing exhortation. He 
denounced speculation as immoral in one 
breath and in the next advocated a high 
Government license on all speculators in 
breadstuffs. Every elevator-man as well as 
speculator was robbing the farmer, growing 
rich by robbery, and then he said by implica- 
tion that many farmers had been induced to 
speculate and grown poor attempting to rob 
the farmers, 

He believed the agricultural reports were 
a benefit to the farmer, but did not seem to 
grasp the idea that speculators had the re- 

as soon as the farmer. He offered no 
practicai soluwon for the farmer’s troubles 
‘except general damnation for boards of 
trade and speculators. It was ali right to 
speculate in farm lands, but not in farm 
products. General nt Fisher of Illinois 
came to the defense of the Agridultural De- 
partment. He knew that crops were not 
overestimated, for in 1879 the Commissioner 
had reduced his, Fisher's, report of thirty 
bushels per acre to twenty-seven bushels. 
He was oblivious to the, fact that this admis- 
sion proved that even the Agricultural De- 
partment did not believe their own agents, 
and that they did tamper with official re- 
ports coming'to them. The fact that Chi- 
cago and St. Louis s lators were now 
paying five cents more for wheat than it was 
worth in Liverpool was entirely ignored, of 
course. Colman said that the wheat gam- 
blers never handled any wheat, but left us 
in ignorance as to how they could rob the 
farmers if they did not bandle the products. 
He spoke of the immensesalesof short wheat, 
but forgot that to every seller there must be 
a buyer, who had a good chance to rob the 
seller it the seller had no wheat to deliver. 
The speech was a fair illustration of bow 
farmers are N on by demagogues.

The State Department will shortly publish 
a report from United States Consul Thomas 
S. Shearman, at Liverpool, giving a descrip- 
uon of the cottage homes recently opened for 
pauper childrén at Fuzakeriey. Consul 
Shearman visited the settlement and was im- 
pressed with its completeness and impor- 
tance, / ; 

The coftage homes are located in West 
Derby Union, consisting of twenty-two town- 
ships (not including Liverpoo}), with a popu- 
lation of 400,000, and prove valuation of 
$250,000,000. The ratable value of the union 
for this year is fixed by the- guardians at 
$10,000,000, and on this sum 6 por cent is levied, 
and every penny collected is for the sup- 
port of the poor. The werkhouse is located 
at Walton-on-tne-Hill, has accommodations 
for 3,000 paupers, and is said to be the finest 
and best conducted establishment of the 
kind in the kingdom. The children’s cot- 
tages are loca several iles from the 
workhouse and consist of eighteen cottages, 
a Superintendent's residence, porter's lodge, 
a probationary house, an infirmary, a school- 
house, aswimming bath, a public ball, a 
storehouse, and a workshop—all handsome 
and substantial buildings of brick and stone. 
Tne cottages are divided iato boys’ and 
giris’ homes, each one accommodating thirty 
children, °

Many people who believed im the present 
movement were saying that public sentiment 
ought to be aroused, and that the success of 
the movement depended on the outspoken 
opinion of the masses of the people.

“A STRAIN.UPON FAITH.” 


Dr. Thomas Score: Orthoedoxy ‘and Mildly 
Ridicules Some of the Vld Bible Stories. 
The Rev. Dr. Thomas, at the People’s Church 

yesterday, dealt orthodoxy another biow in 

his usual vigorous style. He chose his text 
from the fifty-fifth chapter of Isaiab, and 
said that in a great city one was constantly 
in the presence of the works of man. In the 
gentler climate of the old Bible days people 
spent most of their time out-of-doors, Their 
life was nearer to Nature than that of mod- 
ern days. The Old Testament and the gos- 
pels were full of allusions to Nature and 

Ulustrations of daily life. Religion had been 

hurt in modern times by the mistaken zeal of 

its teachers in withdrawing from the natural 
to dwell upon the supernatural. The great 
doctrine of unity had been lost sight of. 

Since the reformation the tendency had 
been to ask men to postulate the evidences 
ot religion not upon the order but the appar- 
ent disorder of occurrences. This had caused 
a great strain, upon faith; men had been 
asked to accept the inspiration of the Bible 
upon so singular and improbable a thing as 
that an ax cast upon the water by the prophet 
floated on the surface. They were asked 
to believe that a man was cast into a fiery 
furnace seven times heated and came out 
without his garments being singed. This in 
face of the fact that Brimo, Servetus, Ridley, 
and Latimer were burned to death bya few 
tagots. 

The way out ofthis difficulty was not so 
much by denial as by following the straight 
and easy path of the natural from the lower 
to the higher plane of thought. The growth 
of truth and. righteousness’ was just as natu- 
ral as the growth of the seed. The God of 

Nature was the Father of the human spirit, 

and His word wouid not return to Him void. 

The commonest phenomena of Nature were 

a perpetual miracle. The rain aiid the snow, 

the blossom and the bud, were alike wonder- 

— — the motion of the planets or the revo- 

lution of the earth on its axis. 

The universe is God objectized or 
clothed in material — r God speaks 
through the lightning and the rain, the snow 
and the sunshine, and speaks to men through 
physical things. He has also His word of 
reason and speaks to men through the beart. 
He speaks through justice and truth, through 
love and kindness, and the word of God is 
God in action. God's word comes as a rea- 
son, not as @ compulsion, and is shown 
through His works. Tue word of God does 
not depend upon the translation of a Greek 
participle or a Hebrew idiom, upon the story 
of the flood or of Daniel in the lion’s den, but 
upon the everlasting plan shown in the 
works of nature and the moral consciousness 
of man.

A Delhi (La.) Riot. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., Oct. 27.—A. D. Simon and 
J. Feiber of New Orleans, employed lately at 
Delhi, La., arrived here this afternoon and gave 
the particulars of a riot which they say took 
place Saturday morning in Delhi, and in which 
the stores of several Jewish merchants were at- 
tacked by an armed mob and fired into.

WHAT THE GLACIERS HAVE DONE FOR 
CHICAGO. 

The Drainage act provides that “if any 
portion of the main channel shall be cut 
through a territory with a rocky stratum, 
where such rocky stratum is above a grade 
sufficient to produce a depth of water from 
Lake Michigan of not less than eighteen feet, 
such portion of said channel shall have 
double the flowing capacity above provided 
for [800,000 cubic feet per minute] and a 
width of not less than 160 feet at the bottom, 
capable of producing a depth of not less than 
eighteen feet of water.“ This is the rock cut, 
commencing at Lemont and extending to 

of which so much has been said 
and which will be by far the most expensive 
part of the work. 

It Has been supposed from the 8 
previously given in the reports of engineers, 
including Wilson and Hering, that rock would 
be struck long before a aepth of eighteen 
feet below lake level was reached at a point 
near Summit, and that the cut of double 
width, with its capacity for 600,000 cubic feet 
a minute, would probably have to begin not 
far below there. The rough estimates of the 
cost of the work have also been predicted 
on the assumption that from Summit to Le- 
mont—twelve miles—there was a vast mass 
of stone which it would cost about 75 cents a 
yard to remove, while earth could be hand led 
by the dredge for a third of that, and mat on 
this section of the work the labor wotid have 
to be done with dynamite and drill and der- 
rick, the use of the dredge being imprac- 
ticabie. 

It is now, however, stated by Mr. O. Guth- 
rie, engineer, and other experts who have 
studied the question that borings made to 
considerable depth on the line of the 
proposed channel between Summit and Le- 
mont show that rock is not struck until a 
depth of more than eighteen feet is penetrat- 
ed below the lake level until Lemont is 
‘reached, where the limestone rises eight 
feet above the lake level. This is a contra- 
diction of all previous statements of engi- 
neers, but it is asserted that the borings 
made this past summer prove it, and it is 
claimed that the absence of limestone is due 
to the fact that the Valley of the Desplaines 
from Riverside southward was once the path 
of the groat glacier which during the glacial 
period moved southward from Lake Michigan 
along two lines, the West Fork and Mud Lake 
to the Desplaines and the Calumet Vailey 
south of Blue Island to the Sag. That the 
Desplaines Valley was the route of an enor- 
mous glacier is proven by the aébris deposit- 
ed along the -line—the granite bowlders 
droppei in its path and red sandstone of 
Lake Superior and copper fragments from 
the same section. At points where quarry- 
ings have exposed the surface of the rock 
the unmistakabie scratchings of glacial ac- 
tion are revealed and show the southwester- 
ly direcuon of the ice field. It is claimed, 
therefore, that the ice gouged out the rock 
‘along the whole valley of the Desplaines 
south of Riverside to Lemont, and thus 
made easy the way for the drainage channel 
of after years. The surface rock at Lemont 
is accounted for on the theory that there 
may have been an uplift since the glacial 
period, or that the ice fleid meited off before 
it could cut a deep path in the rock to Joliet. 

Assuming it to be true that there is no 
stone between Summit and Lemont for a 
depth of eighteen feet below the lake 
level the following practical consequerces 
ensue: The immediate cost of the drainage 
work will be reduced several millions, be- 
-cause for the present that portion of the 
channel need be made with a capacity of not 
exceeding 300,000 cubic feet- per minute, and 
can be enlarged by dredging from time to 
time as may be necessary to comply with the 
terms of the law. The work for this twelve 
miles can all be done with dredges. There 
may bé some bowlders and hardpan to han- 
die, and there will quite likely be much 
broken limestone to deal with. But the im- 
proved machinery of today will easily grap- 
pie with these difficulties and readily extract 
such material. This part of the work can be 
divided into sections, one or more dredges 
set to work in each, and the job can be 
pushed to completion with great rapidity. 

Doubtless the first thing the trustees will 
do when they are inducted into office will be 
to order a thorough survey of the Vailey of 
the Desplaines below as well as above 
ground. Abundance of borings should be 
made. From this they can learn how far 
the recent averments are correct and can 
pick out the best course for the drainage 
channel down the valley from the point 
where they decide to leave the canal. If it 
be true that they wil strike no rock till they 
‘reach Lemont they can from Summit to that 
point follow the bed of the river with their 
dredges without fear of the bugaboo of flood- 
waters, which will only serve to float tneir 
boats. If desirous of a dry cut through the 
stone they will leave tne river at Lemont 
and make their channel to the west of the 
little shallow stream on whatever route may 
be found to be the best and most economical.

If the Repub- 
Jicans had nominated Mr. Driggs and in- 
dorsed’’ Judge Shepard, and the Democratic 
convention, which is a law unto itself? had 
proceeded to nominate Shepard and another 
Democrat, as it would have been strongly 
tempted to do, the Republicans would have 
been put in a disagreeable position. 

There is nothing for the organs to mourn 
over.

nue; it has gained possession of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, and through that depart- 
ment alone it yearly spends millions of dollars: 
through its control of the Dock Department it 
holds commerce at its mercy; through the Board 
of Excise it makes its power felt in every hotel, 
barroom and beer saloon in the city; the Fire De- 
artment and the Department of Charities and 
rrections are in its hands. Still unsatisfied it 
has but recently striven to grasp the unre- 
strained control of the Police Department, the 
Park Department, the Board of Health, and tne 
Aqueduct Commission, 
uccess at the forthcoming election will but 
strengthen its position and forge another link in 
the fetters which bind our city. The present is 
the time for action. Delay and procrastination 
will but serve to increase the : difficulties which, 
sooner or later, must be met and overcome, 


The coatest bids fair to be an exciting and 
memorable one, for Tammany has never be- 
fore encountered such a determined and well 
organized opposition. It has invited the 
struggle. Contiding in its strength and 
prestige it repelled every overture made to 


it by the faction called County Democrats, 


and boasted it couid defeat any combination 
that might be formed against it. The con- 
test in truth, though not in name, ia between 
the Irish and the Americans, as it has been 
for some time pastin Boston, with the other

THE WHEAT-GROWEBS’ CONVENTION. 

Some of the speakers at the wheat-growers’ 
convention in St. Louis last week devoted 
more time and attention to partisan politics 
than to agricultural matters. For example, 
Norman J. Colman, Cleveland's Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, made a speech which 
is described in the reports as purely free 
trade,” and which was iargely devoted to de- 
nunciation of the Harrison Administration 
and Republican politics in general. So far as 


the free trade doctrine is concerned Mr. Col- 


man contented himself with picturing the ad- 
vantage to the farmers of cheaper manu- 
factured goods, but carefully obscured the 
fact that this result cannot be gained 
without impairing the ability of the city 
and town population to buy agricultural 
products. City and town people are 
the main customers of the farmers, 
and if their wages are reduced in 
consequence of the cheapening of their goods 
to the British level they must necessarily 
buy less. A big strike in any of the cities 
which stops wages for a time quickly affects 
the local markets and the demand even for 
necessaries tails off. Whenever wages are 
reduced or stopped people must economize, 
and to the extent that city wage-workers 
have their ability to buy impaired the home 
market of the farmers must be injured. Why 
didn't Mr. Colman bring this fact before the 
wheat-growers and tell tne ftulftruth about 
the freetrade doctrine? Why did he dis- 
honestly suppress it? What does he mean 
by pretending that in reducing prices of 
goods to a free trade level farmers would get 
high prices for all their crops! If he has any 
reason for believing that a reduction in the 
pay of city and town wage- workers would 
not react against the farmers let him state 
it, but not attempt to get rid of the question 
by ignoring it or misrepresenting it. Farm- 
ers want to know whether they can cheapen 
what they buy without impairing the pur- 
chasing power of their city customers, who 
buy and consume the bulkof their farm 
products. 

Misled by spegkers like Colman the wheat- 
growers’ convention adopted a resolution 
asking “ Congress and the President to make 
such reciprocity treaties with foreign nations 
as will cause such nations to remove customs 
and duties from products shipped abroad, 
thereby resulting in a higher price for the 
products.” England now admits American 
products free, but it would be idle to expect 
France and Germany and Austria to do so, 
because they need all the money they raise 
by customs taxes and cannot spare this 
source of revenue. Besides, they are pro- 
tective nations and levy duties for the bene- 
fit of theirown farmers as well as for reve- 
nue. The taxes on American breadstuffs and 
meats levied by France, Germany, and Aus- 
tria are imposed for the purpose of keeping 
up the prices of their own agricultural prod- 
ucts for the benefit of their farmers. In no 
case could the United States expect a for- 
eign nation to remove duties on our farm 
products unless this Country would do the 
same on the products of other countries. 
Do the’ grain-growers mean that they want 
wheat, oats, and barley from Canada and 
@éttle, beef, and wool from Mexico and the 
Argentine Republic and Australia to come 
into the United States free? The only pros- 
pect for reciprocity is with other American 
not with European nations, and the principal 
difficuity in the way of such arrangements 
is the opposition made by farmers them- 
selves to the freelisting of wool, cattle, 
horses, grain, and other agricultural prod- 
ucts from American nations. 

In endeavoring to get better prices for food 
stuffs in Europe the farmers must not over- 
look the home ‘market. Nine-tenths of all 
they produce is consumed in the United 
States. They need to consider carefully the 
influence of free trade on their home market 
how it will affect the purchasing power of 
the city people—and should give this matter 


special attention, because it is systematically | 


ignored and glossed over by such free trade 
advocates as Colman. Farmers may admit 
the advantages of cheap goods and give due 
weight to all the benefits they could secure 
from free importation of merchandise, but 
they must not permit theireyes to be blinded 
to the consequences of reduced town wages 
on their home market. Would farmers be 
dbetter off with the earnings of their city cus- 
tomers cut down by one-third and their abi“ 
ity to buy farm products lessened to that ex- 
tent? Would cheaper goods fully compen- 
sate for the injury to the farmer’s home mar- 
ket? Thatis the question which must be 
thought out, though it is stadiously avoided 
and ignored by free trade doctrinaires, but 
which the farmers must consider unless they 
are willing to be blind followers of reckless 
men like Colman. 


THE SECOND ADVENTISTS AGAIN DISAP-

Last Friday morning about 40,000 persons 
in the East got up quite early, firm in the 
faith that some time during the hour of dawn- 
ing day Gabriel would appear in the sky

“beast,” It was Nero wuo was meant, but 
many men of prominence during the last 600 
years have been ciphered out to be this 
seven-headed and ten-horned monster. It 
may be Bismarck if one pleases, or the 
Czar of Russia. 

Much light is also thrown on the subject by 
the prophecies of Daniel. It is pretty gener- 
ally agreed among the co tators that he 
wrote about the time that Antiochus Epi- 
phanes was oppressing the Jews, but the 
Second Adventists will not have it that way. 
Daniel, after telling of a number of beasts 
and a variety of kings upsetting one another 
in turn but finally overcome by the Lord, 
when the persecution of the saints shall 
cease, says that these things shail endure for 
“atime, times, and a half.” To interpret 
this all that is needed is to find out how 
long a time“ is in years, and how many 
„times“ the prophet meant. Then the 
rest is ¢asy. This information is made more 
complicated by a statement that certain 
things are to happen in 1,385 days. As the 
word day is manifestly not meant for twenty- 
four hours, it has ‘een variously interpreted 
as circumstances seemed to require. Some- 
times a month, sometimes a year, sometimes 
more. In view of the cloudiness of some 
of these prophecies, no one can find fault 
with the Adventists for a mistake. But they 
have this virtue—they never give up the 
ship, but revise their figures and put the 
date of the millennium a few years farther 
ahead, explaining that they made a slight 
error as to the length of a time.” 


THE NEW PRIMARY LAW WORKED WELL. 

It is clear thus the amended Crawford 
Primary law has come to stay. On its first 
trial it has worked admirably, and all parties 
but ringsters and leaders of political gangs 
are satisfied. The Republican convention 
which met here Saturday and which was 
elected under the law by a hearty and unani- 
mous vote instructed the Central Committee 
which it appointed to call the next election 
under the law. This was in itself significant. 
But the high character of the convention 
itself is the best proof that It is a good meas- 
ure, 

Undonbtedly the greatest good it has ac- 
complished is to deprive the ward commit- 
teeman of his autocratic power. Hereafter 
he will be no more than an ordinary member 
of the party. He cannot deliver delegations 
to candidates, and therefore cannot arrange 
beforehand for them. That being the case, 
he cannot dictate appointments for himseif 
or others. He may be able to influence votes 
in his own precinct according as he is popular 
there. But the voters in other precincts are 
allowed uader the primary law to do their 
own thinking and voting at primaries. This 
will be a novel state of affairs in some of the 
wards. 

Another advan of the law is that it 
gives opportunity Tor the application of the 
home rule principle in the primary elections. 


This was demonstrated in the case of a pre-. 


cinct of the Second Ward, where before 
primary day a mass- meeting was held to se- 
lect candidates for delegates. All the Re- 
publicaas of the district were invited. A 
large number accepted the invitauon. The 
delegates chosen at the mas$-meeting, three 
leading and representative citizens, were 
elected without opposition at the primaries. 
Any gang man who may have lived in the 
district knew that under the new law it 
would be futile to oppose ** wishes of the 
people. 

The effect of the law was dbservable in the 
convention. There were few delegations vot- 
ing solid except for a candidate from the 


ward. The various opinions found expres- 


sion in a division of the vote, and the 
delegates agreed to disagree. The result of 
the convention, however, was as the wis- 
dom and intelligence of the majority dictated, 
and every element in the party was 
satisfied. 

The nominations made 4 the circum- 
stances ought to have the hearty support of 
the entire Republican party in this city and 
county. There is no excuse for moral or 
other scratchers. The ticket is the expres- 
sion of the discretion and judgment of the 
majority of the active Republicans of Cook 
County. The candidates are unexcepiona- 
ble men. They ought to be zealously sup- 
ported. The Republicans are certainly in a 
majority in this county. They should prove 
that once again dy their vote Tuesday week. 


FUNDS FOR THE STATE’S ATTORNEY. 

Two weeks ago a resolution was intro- 
duced in the County Board maxing an appro- | 
priution of $5,000 for the State’s Attorney’s 
office to assist in the prosecution of the Cro- 
nin case, The resolution was appropriately 
referred to the Finance Committee (at the 
head of which 1s Tom Brenan), which should 
report it back to the full board today, when 
it ought to be passed without opposition. 
The expenses of the Cronin trial are necessa- 
rily large. Witnesses have to be brought 
from a distance and protected while here to 
guard them;from the manipulation of secret 


| society fanatics. Expert testimony has to 


be procured often at considerable cost. The 
police force, under the demoralizing infiu- 
ence of the Cregier administration, cannot 
be entirely depended on to do the work of 
the State. 

The State’s Attorney is modest in his de- 
mands on the County Board. He does not 
ask for one-half of what was freely granted 
to State’s Attorney Grinnell at the time of 
the Anarchist and boodler trials, and yet the 
difficulties which confront Mr. Longenecker 
now are infinitely greater than those whith 
confronted his predecessor on the two occa- 
sions alluded to, on both of which Mr. Grin- 
nell had the active and zealous codperation 
of a well-organized detective force, and pri- 
vate citizens placed large sums of money at 
his disposal. Mr. Longenecker has to con- 
tend, too, against the agency of a well or- 
ganized secret society not under the ban of 
the law, but actually receiving encourage 
ment from municipal officers, many of whom 
are reputed to be members of it. 

Under all the circumstances Mr. Longeneck- 
er’s demands should be promptly acceded to, 
and why the committee is holding back is 
not understood. Money should be voted to- 
day. The State’s Attorney has had to draw 
largely on his own private purse already for 
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prove him a plagiarist.

THE BEV. PHILLIPS BROOKS SPEAKS OUT. 


Criticising the Episcopal Convention for Its 
Treatment of the Negro Question. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 27.—[Special. }—The 
Rev. Phillips Brooks discussed the action of 
the recent triennial Episcopal conventon at 
New York today before his congregation. 
He criticised the body sharply in several 
matters, especially in its position toward the 
negro. Dr. Brooks showed his liberality in 


A 


religious matters by declaring that he 


thought an occasional prayer-meeting would 
be a good thing for the Episcopalians. Said 
he: 

The church should be liturgical, but not whol- 
ly liturgical. By relying too constantly on the 
formulated expressions in the prayer-book we 
are in danger of losing wholly the power of spon- 
taneous expressign, and nothing would be more 
edifying than a Prayer- meeting in which those 
present should pour out tneir religious thoughts 
and emotions in extemporanecous and unstudied 
utterances. 

The convention had showed itself weak in 
its handling of the race question. Repre- 
sentative ecclesiastics and delegates of the 
colored race had come to the convention 
wishing to obtain an official statement as to 
what would be the status of themselves and 
their people in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, desiring to know whether they 
would be recognized in ali respects in full 
fellowship in the worship councils and direc- 
won of the denomination. An answer was 
given, but not one that in his judgment 
was a sufficient or satisfactory one, and he 
found that the result would be to weaken 
the wofk of the church with the race for the 
future. The country had passed safely and 
united through a great tempest on the issues 
of this race, and now they were dividing on 
the swelling wave of a spent storm. The 
politicians were now ahead of the church in 
this matter. Dr. Brooks expressed himself 
as being no believer in the ultra-importance 
of church legislation. The Christian lives 
of its members are the only means to in- 
fluence the worid.

reached. Much will be seen and heard to 
convince the thoughtful that auxiliary means 
of enlightenment have yet to be devised as 
suppiemental to the grand public free school 
system in order to make the great mass of 
common people keep pace with the universal

Few people outside of those taking part in 
conducting this school know what a great 
work it isaccomplishing.

It is impossible to detect any indications of im- 
portant changes near at hand in the local money 
market, Rates were as high and firm Saturday 
as they were Monday, and the available bal- 
ances of the banks were smaller, the country hav- 
ing called for large ounts every day.

The weekly statement of the New York banks 
brought but little comfort to the bull speculators 
of Wall street, who have been olaiming for sev 
erai days that there was no further dangerof 
stringency. It is now evident that tne banks 
have made no gain in cash resources during the 
week. On the contrary. they have lost. Deposits 
have fallen off over %,000,000 and loans have 
been reduced nearly 2.500 000. Nominally the 
strength of the banks is greater, the surplus re- 
serve having gained $200,000, but this item is now 
only 81. 119,000, and with present tendencies un- 
changed can be increased only by a further con- 
traction of loans. This does not make a promis- 
ing outlook for Wail street values.
